The thirty-second annual conven- 


tion of- the Pennsylvania Catholic 
Beneficial league meeting in Lan- 
caster, Tuesday, unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution introduced by Edgar 
P. Hamilton, Gettysburg, which con- 
demned prohibition and the 18th 
amendment as "unworthy of re- 
spect." The resolution was unex- 
pectedly presented during the after- 
noon session of the 
convention, 


which was held in the main audi- 
torium of St. Anthony's hall. Ap- 
plause greeted the reading of the 
resolution by Mr. Hamilton against 
the "criminality 
and 
hypocrisy 


which have enveloped the nation 
since prohibition."

Littlesto-vn Is Promoted; Re- 


ceipts Here Fall Off Dur- 


ing Past Year. 


While the 
Gettysburg postoffice 


has been demoted from first to sec- 
ond class by reason of a decline in 
postal receipts in 1931, the Littles- 
town postoffice has been moved up 
in the rating of second class offices 
by reason of increased receipts dur- 
ing the same period. The change is 
effective July 1. 


The Gettysburg office has dropped 


from the lowest rankr of first class 
offices to the highest rank of sec- 
ond class offices because its gross 
postal receipts in 1931 were approxi- 
mately $300 under the $40,000 figure 
necessary to keep the office in the 
first class. 


Postmaster Robert Wilson, Lit- 


tlestown, was unable to give exact 
figures today as to the increase in 
gross business of his office in 1931, 
although he stated that between 
1928, when he became postmaster, 
and 1931, the receipts were more 
than doubled. 


As a result of the demotion of the 


Gettysburg office from first to sec- 
ing class, the salary of Postmaster 
John H. Eckert will be decreased 
rom $3,200 to $3,000 a year, begin- 
ling July 1,- while the salary of 
'ostmaster Wilson will be increased 
rom $2.400 to $2,600 at the same 
une.

of being run down by an approach­ 
ing vehicle. 
Teach your children 
to look to
